TREATY WITH ITALY 


A temporary commercial agreement has 
been signed between Italy and the United 
States, designed to assure that most- 
favored-nation treatment will be accorded 
the products of each nation until a new 
treaty to replace the one expiring on Dec. 
15, 1937, is completed. 


COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 
WITH CHILE 

A provisional commercial agreement be- 
tween the United States and Chile was 
signed in Santiago, Chile. The agreement, 
which was effected by an exchange of 
notes, supplants the modus vivendi be- 
tween the two countries signed Septem- 
ber 28, 1931. ; 

The contracting parties agree to concede 
reciprocally unconditional and unlimited 
most favored nation treatment in all that 
concerns customs duties and all accessory 
imposts, the manner of applying duties as 
well as the rules and formalities to which 
customs operations can be submitted. 


PASSPORTS FOR BARBADOS 


For many years American tourists have 
not been required by law to have passports 
for travel to and from Barbados. While 
there has been no change in the laws of 
the United States and of Barbados in re- 
gard to this matter, the Department of 
State has been informed that steamship 











lines running to Barbados have recently 
adopted new regulations under which it 
may be necessary for American tourists 
to bear passports before they will be a. 
cepted for return passage to the United 
States. Consequently, before proceeding t 
Barbados, American citizens should ascer- 
tain from the appropriate steamship lin 
whether it will be necessary for them to 
bear an American passport in order t 
obtain transportation for the return trip. 





TRADE AGREEMENT WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


Active negotiations between the officials 
of the U. S. and a delegation of Czecho 
slovakian officials have been in progress 
at Washington for several weeks, and wi 
continue until an agreement is reached. No 
information is available as to the length 
of time which will be required to conclude 
this agreement, but it seems likely that 
some news should come out during the 
next few weeks about this agreement. 





AUSTRALIA OFF BLACKLIST 


In view of the abolishing of import 
restrictions by Australia, President Roose 
velt has directed that beginning Feb. |, 
1938, the products of Australia entering 
U. S. shall henceforth be accorded most 
favored-nation tariff treatment.

Mr. Franklin H. Smith was born in Philadelphia, Pa., and was educated in public and private schools 
of that city.

_ Mr. Smith entered government employ in 1908 as a member of the Forest Service and he continued 
in that organization until 1920, with the exception of 1914 and 1915 when he was loaned to the Department 
of Commerce to make a study of markets for American lumber in Australasia. He was detailed as 
executive secretary of the Lumber Committee of the Council of National Defense during the World War. 
In 1920 he left the government service to become assistant secretary of the National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association. He was appointed in November, 1922, as a member of the staff of the Tariff Commission 


in charge of the Lumber-Paper Division. 


Duties of Lumber-Paper Division 
The work of the division is primarily that of furnishing technical and economic information with 
respect to wood and its manufactures and to pulp and paper and their converted forms. The personnel 
of the Division engages in research work in Washington and in the field, assists in the drafting of 
reports, surveys, and summaries of tariff information, cooperates with and renders assistance to other 
government agencies, and maintains as far as possible contact with trade associations and those engaged 
directly in the forest products and related industries.

Announcement 
of negotiations 
heralds mutual 
understanding be- 
tween the British 
and American 
governments on 
general principles 
of trade. Included 
are such factors 
as bi-lateral exchange agreements (sev- 
eral such British accords have been highly 
restrictive to trade), future of Ottawa 
and Empire preferential policies, opening 
of British agricultural markets to Amer- 
ican farmers, “most-favored-nation” prin- 
ciples, ete. Started also is eventual gov- 
ernmental solution of numerous Empire- 
American problems. 

Immediately affected will be direct trade 
with United Kingdom only (Great Britain, 
Scotland, Wales), the Colonies and De- 
pendencies, and, of course, Canada. Com- 
merce with other Dominions is another 
matter, determination of which could not 
precede but must follow understanding 
with the mother country. Formal an- 
nouncement of negotiations with Britain 
implies that laborious spade-work has 
ben done from London and Ottawa in 
sdution of Dominion trade difficulties but 
public guess is not yet possible concerning 
American agreements with New Zealand, 
Australia, South Africa, India and other 
territories such as Argentina, Uruguay, 
Denmark or Portugal which have ex- 
change arrangements with Great Britain 
or whose export products are similar to 
those of the Southern Dominions. 


End of Nose-Thumbing Era 


Realize that negotiations are a check 
to Britain’s swing to protectionism and

red light in European trend to autarchy, 
self-containment, isolationism and a host 
of other “isms” of mounting trade bar- 
riers. Britain and America must lower 
elevated tariff walls and cut embargo 
duties to restore more normal flow of busi- 
ness and end the nose-thumbing era that 
began with Hawley-Smoot tariff, Britain’s 
protectionism and desertion of gold 
standard. 

Expect much larger volume of trade to 
be directly affected by British agreement 
than by any preceding pact, including 
that with Canada. 

Empire preference will not be ended— 
a result that neither country sought nor 
expected at any time. But preference and 
Ottawa restrictions must be materially 
reduced, immediately with Britain and in 
due course with some or all Dominions. 
Ottawa results have been widely disap- 
pointing and large body of British opinion 
(including Cabinet members) holds that 
too much Empire self-containment is 
major detriment to permanent economic 
health, both of Empire and of world. Re- 
vision of American-Canadian agreement 
will undo some of harm caused by recent 
renewal of Anglo-Canadian pact. Start- 
ing with last summer’s Imperial Confer- 
ence, British and Dominion officials have 
carefully explored these grounds, although 
we cannot yet know how far reaching such 
understandings have been. Canada has 
been active as bridge is promoting eco- 
nomic union of English-speaking peoples 
and is powerful factor in advancing trade 
friendships. 

Quickly following announcement of the 
British agreement, Australia announced 
drastic revision of the May 22, 1936, re- 
striction policy and more than two-thirds 
of the items then put under quota have 
been freed from quantitative import limi- 
tations. This change has enabled Wash- 
ington to remove Australia from our 
reciprocal “black list.” 


Fill Up the Ships 


British negotiations demonstrate to all 
countries that two greatest trading na- 
tions believe way to end depression and 
foster peace is to “fill up the ships,” each 
agreeing to buy more of the specialty 
products and commodities of the other, 
for mutual profit and to put more work-

CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE ACT (H. R. 
8099)—Public hearings were held before a 
Subcommittee of the Senate Committee on 
Finance, headed by Senator David I. Walsh, 
January 25 to 28, 1938. 

The National Council, among other inter- 
ested parties, had suggested, last Septem- 
ber, that public hearings be held. 

Mr. James W. Bevans, our Customs Coun- 
sel and Adviser, represented our organiza- 
tion at these hearings. 


EXTENSION OF BONDED WAREHOUS- 
ING PERIOD—tThe President, on December 
29, 1937, issued a proclamation extending 
the statutory three year warehousing pe- 
riod for imported merchandise entered in 
bonded warehouse during the year 1935 for 
a further period of one year, and also grant- 
ing an additional year’s extension for mer- 
chandise imported and entered in ware- 
house in the year 1934. By Presidential 
Proclamations on the same date, the period 
for drawback on shipments to the Philip- 
pines, and the period for furnishing proof 
of use in the manufacture of bonded wool 
and camel’s hair, for goods imported and 
entered in bond during the years 1934 and 
1935, were correspondingly extended for one 
year. 


EXCISE TAXES ON IMPORTED ARTI- 
CLES.—The new Tax Revision Bill is now 
before a Subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. In a report 
issued by the Subcommittee, it is recom- 
mended that the following excise taxes shall 
be repealed as of July 1, 1938: 


Brewers’ wort ana Cameras and lenses 
malt sirup Chewing gum 
Toilet soaps, tooth Furs 
paste, dentifrices, Sporting goods 
and tooth and Phonograph records

It is also recommended that the present 
excise tax of 2c per pound on certain vege- 
table oil seeds be reduced as follows:

The Subcommittee recommended that the 
existing law, providing for a tax on im- 
ported oils, be clarified so that the tax shall 
not apply to articles because of their nat- 
ural components which have never had a 
separate existence as oils, fats, or greases; 
it also recommended that the provisions of 
the Revenue Act of 1932 imposing a tax on 
sales of cosmetics and other toilet prepara- 
tions be strengthened to prevent avoidance. 


INTERNATIONAL CABLE AND RADIO 
RATES—tThe International Telecommunica- 
tions Conference will meet at Cairo, Egypt, 
beginning February 1, 1938, to consider 
future rates and policies on international 
cable and radio messages. 

The National Council is cooperating with 
the National Foreign Trade Council, and 
other groups of cable and radio users, in an 
effort to prevent increases in communica- 
tion costs.

GERMAN BARTER TRANSACTIONS 
The Committee representing our organiza. 
tion, the Custom Brokers associations, anj 
the office of the Collector at New York 
completed the preparation of the revisej 
questionnaire (Form C) about the middle of 


December. 

Effective January 3, 1938, Customs Off. 
cials at New York have been _ requesting 
that this form be filed with all entries of 
German merchandise made at the port of 
New York. Where it is not possible to file 
the completed form at the time of entry 
importers are permitted to supply it at any 
time prior to the appraisement and delivery 
of such merchandise. 

The National Council has been advised 
that this questionnaire is a _ local form 
adopted by the Collector at New York, an 
will not be required for entries made a 
other ports. 


STORAGE OF IMPORT PROPERTY At 
NEW YORK—Our Committee on Transpor- 
tation and Communications has been ae 
tively engaged in dealing with_ problems 
arising from the Order of the U. S. Mar- 
time Commission, effective January 21, 19%, 
limiting the free storage of imports o 
piers at New York City to a maximum of 
10 days, and has cooperated with all inter 


ested parties in an attempt to secure é 
postponement of the effective date of the 
Order. 


The various steamship lines serving Nev 
York Harbor have adopted penalty charges 
to be assessed on import cargo remaining 
on the piers at New York after the expira- 
tion of the 10 days’ free time. These pet- 
alty charges are 2%c per 100 Ibs., or lic per 
cubic foot for the first five calendar days; 
are doubled for the next five calendar days 
and are 10c per 100 Ibs., or 4c per cubic foot, 
for each succeeding five calendar days ® 
fraction thereof. 


MANUFACTURED SUGAR—The National 
Council has requested the Bureau of Cus 
toms to clarify the meaning of the words, 
“Articles composed in chief value of mant- 
factured sugar,” used in the Sugar Act of 
1937. In a decision, published December 
23rd, 1937, the Bureau construed thes 
words to refer to articles in which manu 
factured sugar is the component material 
which exceeds in value any other single 
component material of the article.

The government will send warships to 
the Exposition. 


League of Nations—Official acceptance.

Exhibit cost, 
estimated $250,000. 


Morocco—Official acceptance. 


Sweden—Official acceptance. Contract 
signed for 10,000 square feet in Hall of 
Nations and 35,000 square feet of 
ground. Herman Eriksson, Director of 
Swedish Board of Trade, Chairman of 
Fair Preparations Committee. 


U. S. S. R.—Official acceptance. Ambassador

square feet of space—100,000 for Soviet 
industry and 10,000 in the Hall of Na- 
tions. I. Mezlauk, Commissioner.

GERMANY 


Germany’s participation in the New 
York World’s F'air 1939 was assured when 
a contract was signed on December 30, 
1937, by Dr. Hans Borchers, Consul Gene- 
ral in New York. The agreement calls 
for the use of 100,000 square feet of space 
on a main thoroughfare and 10,000 sq. ft. 
in Hall of Nations. Germany, it was an- 
nounced, is planning the erection of an 
imposing pavilion and the creation of one 
of the major exhibits in the Foreign Gov- 
ernment Zone. 

The purposes of Germany were ex- 
plained by Dr. Borchers in the following 
statement: 

“I am very happy that Germany has 
accepted the invitation to participate in 
the New York World’s Fair 1939, not- 
withstanding the obvious difficulties aris- 
ing from her foreign exchange situation. 
Her decision should go a long way to 
prove her willingness to cooperate in a 
friendly way with the United States of 
America. I hope that today’s accord 
augurs well for a cordial relationship in 
the years to come between this great 
country and my own.” 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Represented by Charles H. Wanzer, 
President of the Dominion Chamber of 
Commerce in New York. Details of the 
display have still to be worked out but 
the focal center of the exhibit will be a 
model of the Columbus Memorial Light- 
house, which is to be erected on the West 
Indies Island. The model will be of con- 
siderable size, symbolizing the progress 
that has occurred on the American con- 
tinents since Columbus’s discovery. 


MILKOWSKI REPRESENTS POLAND 

Antoni Milkowski, executive secretary 
and director of the American Polish 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry in 
the United States, Inc., has been appointed 
assistant commissioner for the Republic 
of Poland exhibit at the New York World’s 
Fair in 1939.

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T.D. 49299] 
The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually in the 
form of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some port of entry: 


CLASSIFICATION 
Sugar Act of 1937.—The words “articles composed in chief value of manufactured 
sugar,” as used in section 403 (a) (3) of the Sugar Act of 1937, published in T.D. 49160, 
are construed to refer to articles in which manufactured sugar, as defined in section 401 
of the act, is the component material which exceeds in value any other single component 
material of the article. 





MARKING 

Bags containing raw cattle hides are marked in accordance with section 304, Tariff 
Act of 1930, when at the time of importation the name of the country of origin of the 
hides is legibly, permanently, and conspicuously stenciled or branded on the bags or is 
legibly, permanently, and conspicuously marked on tags of metal, wood, leather, heavy 
cardboard, or other durable material securely attached to the bags. 

Cutouts and scrap pictures in sheets are marked in conformity with the requirements 
of section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, when the name of the country of origin appears on each 
sheet in a legible, permanent and conspicuous manner at the time of importation. 


AMERICAN MANUFACTURER ’S PROTEST 

Trimmed harvest hats.—The Bureau considers as closed the case involving the com- 
plaint of the International Harvest Hat Co. under section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, 
against the classification of and rate of duty on certain harvest hats, published in T.D. 
47620. 

It will therefore no longer be necessary for collectors of customs to keep a record of 
invoices covering the merchandise in question for the purposes of the proceedings initiated 
under the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 1930.

696; U.S. C. title 19, sec. 1318), extending the temporary pasturag 
privilege provided for by subparagraph (c) of paragraph 1606 of section 201 of the saii 
act (46 Stat. 673; U. S. C., title 19, sec. 1201, par. 1606) from eight months to twelve months 

Domestic Animals, Together with their Offspring. Returned to the United States 

A PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS section 318 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (46 Stat. 696; U. S. C., title 19, sec 
1318) provides: 

Whenever the President shall by proclamation declare an emergency to exist by 
reason of a state of war, or otherwise, he may authorize the Secretary of the Treasury 
to extend during the continuance of such emergency the time herein prescribed for the 
performance of any act * * 

AND WHE REAS subparagr <n (c) of paragraph 1606 of section 201 of the said att 
(46 Stat. 673; U. S. C., title 19, sec. 1201, par. 1606) provides: 

Horses, mules, asses, cattle, sheep, and other domestic animals straying across the 
boundary line into any foreign country, or driven across such boundary line by the owne 
for temporary pasturage purposes only together with their offspring, shall be dutiabl 
unless brought back to the United States within eight months, in which case they shall 
be free of duty, under regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the United States of 
America, acting under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the foregoing pro- 
vision of section 318 of the Tariff Act of 1930, do by this proclamation declare an emer: 
gency to exist. 

And I do hereby authorize the Secretary of the Treasury, under such regulations as he 
may prescribe, to extend the time in which horses, mules, asses, cattle, sheen, and othe 
domestic animals straying across the boundary line into any foreign country or driven 
across such boundary line by the owner for temporary pasturage purposes only, together 
with their offspring, may be brought back into the United States free of duty, from eight 
months, as provided in subparagraph (c) of paragraph 1606 of the said act, to twelve 
months, if such animals are brought back on or before June 30, 1938.

United States to be affixed. 

DONE at the City of Washington this 6th day of December in the vear of our Lori 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, and of the Independence of the United States of 
America the one hundred and sixty-second.

POSSESSION OF KEYS TO CUSTOMS BONDED WAREHOUSES— 
SUITABILITY OF PARTITIONS 


Information received regarding the possession of keys to customs bonded warehouses 
and the suitability of bonded premises, respectively, has suggested that conditions may 
exist at certain customs bonded warehouses which may be prejudicial to the proper 
enforcement of the customs laws. 

Where parts of buildings are used as customs bonded warehouses, the bonded and 
nonbonded portions thereof must be effectively separated by partitions of substantial 
materials and construction, erected in such a manner as to render it impossible to enter 
the premises in the absence of the storekeeper without such violence as to make the 
entry easy of detection. So-called poultry wire, wood lattice or palings, plaster board, 
beaver board, or other materials of a light or flimsy nature or materials of a substantial 
nature but which are insecurely installed are not acceptable for use as partitions. Where 
partitions consist of wire mesh or expanded metal panels, the wire shall be not less than 
No. 6 gauge (of a diameter of .192 inches or slightly larger than 3/16ths of an inch) or 
equivalent cross sectional area with mesh openings not to exceed 2 inches in the larger 
dimension, and with the panel material riveted or welded into channel-iron or T-iron 
frames or secured with through hairpin bolts to 2 x 4 inch wood stud partition framing. 
Wood partitions must be constructed of not less than 1-inch boards (dressed if desired). 
and of uniform length between supports, nailed with not less than 10 penny nails to not 
less than 2 x 4 inch stud framing and for additional security held in place by % x 1 inch 
metal cover-strips secured crosswise of the boards, preferably over the nailed ends, with 
carriage bolts through the boards and partition framing. 

Inform at once all warehouse proprietors, whose customs bonded warehouses are not 
partitioned in the manner prescribed above, to take immediate steps to conform with the 
requirements hereof. 

Applications filed under the provisions of article 920 of the Customs Regulations of 
1937 for the establishment of customs bonded warehouses shall contain a detailed descrip- 
tion of the materials and construction of all partitions to be used, and when forwarded 
to the Bureau shall be accompanied by a definite statement as to whether or not the 
partitions meet the foregoing requirements. 

Keys to customs locks on doors and other entrances of customs bonded warehouses 
shall romain in the exclusive possession of customs officers at all times. [C/L. 1797.]

TRADE-MARK ACT OF FEBRUARY 20, 1905, ART. 536 TO 541, C. R. OF 1937 
SECTION 526, TARIFF ACT OF 1930 


From time to time when trade-marks or trade names are recorded in the Treasury 
Department the formal notifications of such recordations addressed to the collectors of 
customs and appraisers of merchandise at the various ports of entry in the United States 
include special information or instructions, for instance, information with respect to the 
anticipated arrival in the United States of merchandise bearing a name or mark which 
copies or simulates the recorded trade-mark or trade name; instructions as to the treat- 
ment of imported merchandise bearing the recorded trade-mark, or, as in the case of 
recent recordations of certain trade-marks owned by a New York firm, instructions with 
respect to the acknowledgment of the formal notification of recordation. 

_ In order to insure the uniform administration of the trade-mark statutes at all ports 
of entry in the United States, with respect to importations of merchandise bearing recorded 
trade-marks or trade names or names or marks which copy or simulate the recorded marks 
and names, all communications on this subject from the Bureau should be examined care- 
fully as soon as received and any special information or instructions contained therein 
should be called to the attention of the customs officers concerned for their guidance.

NO DOCK PASSES—BALTIMORE, NORFOLK 


The Treasury De partment announced that the Collectors of Customs at Baltimore, 
Maryland, and Norfolk, Virginia, have been authorized, effective as of February 1, to sus- 
pend the issuance of dock passes except in emergencies. 

_ The action, a part of the Department's anti-smuggling program, will result in the 
withdrawal at those Ports of the courtesy extended by Collectors to permit individuals to 
enter Costoms enclosures at steamship wharves to meet incoming passengers. 

Principal aim of the suspension, it was explained, is the prevention of the entry into 
the United States of illicit narcotics, but the plan is also expected to eliminate congestion 
on the docks and result in more expeditious examination of baggage. 

These instructions have been so phrased that no one will be permitted to meet incom- 
Ing passengers within the dock enclosures except in cases of death or imperative emer- 
sency, as adjudged by the Collector. 

Because of the Department’s keen interest in the suppression of smuggling, a close 
Study will be made of results of the new practice at the Chesapeake Bay ports with a view 
to possible extension of the policy to other important ports of entry.

VALUE OF FOREIGN MONEYS 


(Quarter beginning January 1, 1938) 


Pursuant to section 522, title 1V, of the Tariff Act of 1930, reenacting section 25 of the 
Act of August 27, 1894, as amended, the following estimates by the Director of the Mint 
of the values of foreign monetary units are hereby proclaimed to be the values of such 
units in terms of the money of account of the United States that are to be followed in 
estimating the value of all foreign merchandise exported to the United States during the 
quarter beginning January 1, 1938, expressed in any such foreign monetary units: Provided, 
however, That if no such value hus been proclaimed, or if the value so proclaimed varies 
by 5 per cent or more from a value measured by the buying rate on the New York mar- 
ket at noon on the day of exportation, conversion shall be made at a value measured by 
such buying rate, as determined and certified by the Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
and published by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

NOTE: The proviso in the above paragraph, in order to obtain the correct rate of exchange 
for conversion of foreign currencies consult your local Collector of Customs, who has in his 
possession the daily report of the buying rate of foreign currencies. 

These new figures, based on the devalued dollar, are the result of dividing the former par 
values in gold by the devalued figure of the dollar, namely, .5906, some of these rates are con- 
siderably higher than the ones used heretofore.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


NOTE.—I1n general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax paid al- 
eohol and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

ers to work. In preliminary work of past 
year—during which numerous threats of 
complete break-down in clash of opposing 
policies were like the irresistible force 
meeting the immovable body—implied has 
been realization that Britain and America 
must demonstrate example to world. “If 
Anglo-Saxon cousins cannot compose eco- 
nomic difficulties, how can other peoples 
do so?” 

Not to be construed is that detailed 
trade and tariff concessions have been de- 
termined. Hard bargaining conferences 
are yet to come and, so far, only “area 
of agreement” has been defined. Wash- 
ington has recently announced the list of 


products being considered for possible 
American concessions, totaling several 


hundred categories, many of which are on 
the free list and may be bound against in- 
crease. Formal briefs must be filed before 
the Committee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion by Feb. 19 and hearings will com- 
mence shortly thereafter. The agreement 
may be completed as early as May, al- 
though June or July seems more likely. 


World Economic Peace 

British visitors and long-time American 
residents in Great Britain (as well as in 
Dominions) report that Buy British move- 
ment (at least in its anti-American 
phases) is rapidly disappearing and ex- 
pect trade agreement to force it into un- 
nonored grave. “British people support 
their government and take their cue from 
it.” Same trend will spread to Dominion. 

Chief recipient of British import con- 
cessions will be American agriculture. 
Plaint of our organized farm groups has 
been that industry received all benefits 
from reciprocity, with bill paid by reduc- 
tion of agricultural tariffs. Careful study 
of all agreements now in effect disprove 
such claims since recent competitive agri- 
cultural imports were caused by 1934-36 
droughts and AAA curtailment, came pri- 
marily from countries (Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Australia, Poland, etc.) not yet in 
agreement orbit and were farm products 
(corn, pork, meat, wheat, ete.) which still 
enter at Hawley-Smoot rates. The ex- 
ports of many products made by readers 
of this article will not be directly affected 
by British concessions; others undoubtedly 
will be, including important categories of 
American manufactured goods. But in- 
directly export sales of all these readers 
will be aided, either by general betterment 
of British and Empire trade relations or 
in other countries which must follow same 
example. 

Forward, Boldly, on the Trade Front 

International political results of agree- 
ment are widely anticipated; can only be 
guessed, but Britain and America con- 
trol and finance overwhelming percentage

of world trade. Agreement will strongly 
implement tripartite currency accord and 
further cement sterling-dollar areas of 
Africa, Asia, Europe, Oceania and West- 
ern Hemisphere. When agreement was 
first broached, most Britishers wanted it 
merely as proclaimer of political solidarity 
between strongest democracies. View was 
that battle between opposing economic pol- 
icies would prevent improvement of any 
important trade volume. But, in mean- 
time, American intention to push forward 
broadly, boldly, for greatly enlarged trade 
has been realized, accepted at London. 
Such shift of emphasis does not imply 
lessened international benefit with other 
nations, but, in fact, makes that effect 
even more important. 

Expect bitter domestic opposition in 
both countries, rather less in Britain than 
America but both John Bull and Uncle 
Sam will hear the hammers pound. As 
concurrent manifestation, watch growth 
of movement centered in agricultural mid- 


est, chiefly across the Mississippi, of 
farm demand for export improvement 
through reciprocity. But the Union Jack 


and the Stars and Stripes will be waved 
to patriotic tatters by economic isolations- 
ists in both countries. 

3ritish agreement will be pinnacle of 
Secretary Hull’s long-time dream of world 
economic (and military) peace. Although 
nearly 40 per cent of America’s foreign 
trade is with nations covered by trade 
agreements, fact must not be blinked that 
program is yet to be nationally accepted 
as permanent American policy. Some com- 
mentators state that British and ensuing 
ogreements will embrace up to 80 per cent 
of all exports-imports and that success, 
by importantly increasing world sales of 
wugricultural and industrial products and 
by decreasing international tension 
through economic improvement, will insure 
long-time life for reciprocity idea, re- 
vardless of play of party politics. Obvi- 
ously, the country and world are face-to- 
face with determination between liberal 
or embargo tariff policies. 


Second, Active, Phase of Reciprocity 


Negotiations with Britain herald emer- 
vence of second phase of reciprocity. First 
phase included enactment of original law, 
organization of personnel, procedure and 
completion of 16 agreements. It was ended

COMMODITY PACKAGING DATA 


The U. S. Tariff Commission has issued an extensive report under the title “Guide to 
Current Practices in the Packaging of Typicel Commodities that Move in Domestic and 
International Trade.” The material was gathered for use primarily by the Tariff Commis. 
sion, but the data, which deal with the descriptions of inner and outer containers, their 
sizes, volumes and weights, will be of value as reference material for use by shippers and 
carriers, Federal agencies and state commissions, and other groups that are interested ijn 
the transportation and physical distribution of goods. 

Identical containers entering the United States packed with different commodities pay 
varying tariff duties or no duties, depending on whether the articles contained are dutiable 
at specific, ad valorem, or compound rates, or are entered free. The duties assessed oy 
some commodities depend upon the type and size of the containers in which the articles 
are imported. The information covered in this study is useful in the examination of the 
numerous interrelations of packaging factors and United States tariff provisions. The 
data will also be of use in interpreting the tariffs of foreign countries which assess duties 
on gross or net weight, make segregutions by weight, or establish weight or packing 
limitations. 

Numerous commodities are imported and exported in containers of heavier construe- 
tion than are necessary for domestic shipments of the same goods. The greater gross 
weight of such shipments results in increased transportation costs which can be calculated 
through the use of packaging information of the kind compiled in this volume. The data 
also enable the calculation of transportation costs per pound of net weight of articles. 

The data shown for individual commodities comprise the kinds of outer containers 
and the kinds and number of inner containers and types of packing materials commonly 
used for domestic shipments and for comparable import or export shipments, the gross 
weight of packages ready for shipment, net weight of goods, tare weight of outer contain- 
ers, cubic space occupied by outer containers in a transportation vehicle or storage ware- 
house, and the factors of density (weight per cubic foot) and stowage (cubic feet per 2,240 
pounds) of each package. 

The material summarized in this volume, much of which was not heretofore available. 
was collected by the Tariff Commission during June-November, 1937, from several hundred 
domestic manufacturers and importers. The volume of 160 pages is divided into seven

U. S. TARIFF COMMISSION SENDS MEN TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA TO 
ASCERTAIN COST OF PRODUCING SHOES 


Mr. Albert Morgan and Mr. David Novick of the staff of the United States Tariff Com- 
mission sailed for Europe on the 8S. S. Manhattan to determine the cost of producing shoes 
at the plant of the Bata Company in Zlin, (zechoslovakia. 

Both Mr. Morgan and Mr. Novick have had extensive experience as investigators of 
economic conditions in Europe. The former has spent about two years there, having vis- 
ited practically every country on the continent, in the course of cost investigations of 
various commodities by the Tariff Commission. Mr. Novick, an economist, formerly spent 
some time in residence in central Europe. 

The investigation is being made in response to Senate Resolution 144, passed last 
August. In this the Senate called upon the Tariff Commission to investigate, under the 
Flexible Tariff Provision (Section 336 of the Tariff Act of 1930) the domestic and foreign 
costs of producing women’s and misses’ cemented shoes wholly or in chief value of leather, 
in order to determine what duty is necessary to equalize foreign and domestic costs of 
production. The present duty on these shoes is 20 per cent. 

Immediately after the Resolution was passed the Commission made a _ preliminary 
canvass of the domestic situation, which was followed by a thorough study of costs in 
many domestic plants. Particular attention has been given to the New England factories, 
as that section of the country is the leading center for production of the kinds of shoes 
that are comparable with those imported from Czechoslovakia. 

The Tariff Commission has received assurance of cooperation by the Bata Company 
and the same detailed cost information will be secured in Czechoslovakia as has been 
obtained at the domestic factories.

HAWAIIAN SUGAR QUOTA DEFICIT IS REALLOTTED 


The A.A.A. announced a reallotment of 54.123 short tons of sugar, raw value, out of 
the existing quota of 1,038,333 short tons, raw vaiue, for Hawaii, to other producing areas 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act. It has been found that the sugar producers 
of Hawaii will be unable to deliver this quantity of sugar for United States consumption 
during the calendar vear 1937. Under Section 204 (a) of the Sugar Act of 1937, the Secre- 
tary is required to allot deficits of any areas who are unable to market the quota for the 
calendar year then current 

The quantities allotted to other sugar producing areas out of the above mentioned 
deficit, which are in direct proportion to the existing quotas, are as follows:

SUGAR CONSUMPTION QUOTAS FOR HAWAII-PUERTO RICO 


The A.A.A. has established the 1938 sugar quotas for local consumption in the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii and in Puerto Rico. The quota for local consumption in the Territory of 
Hawaii is established at 29,285 short tons, raw value, and the quota for local consumption 
in Puerto Rico at 73.851 short tons, raw value. 

These quotas were established in accordance with the Sugar Act of 1937, and are con- 
tained in General Sugar Quota Regulations, Series 5, No. 2. The local consumption quotas, 
which were not provided for in the Jones-Costigan Act, will simplify determination of any 
allotments made in those areas. 

The amounts of sugar for local consumption will be in addition to the two territories’ 
quotas for filling requirements in continental United States 


INITIAL 1938 SUGAR QUOTAS 


The A.A.A. sugar quotas for 1938 total 6,861,761 short tons, raw value. This total rep- 
resents the estimated requirements of sugar for the U. 8S. in 1938. Both the estimate of 
consumption and the allocation of the quotas have been made as provided in the Sugar 
Act of 1937 and are contained in General Sugar Quota Regulations, Series 5, No. 1. 

Under the Sugar Act of 1937 the Secretary is required to establish in December of each 
year the quotas for the following calendar year. The quotas so determined may be ad- 
justed upward or downward during the year in accordance with changes in consumption 
and other factors. 

Under the Sugar Act, the Secretary in estimating the consumption requirements, is 
directed to base his estimate upon the actual distribution of sugar during the 12-month 
period ending October 31 and to make an allowance for “a deficiency or surplus in inven- 
tories of sugar, and changes in consumption, as computed from statistics published by 
agencies of the Federal Government with respect to inventories of sugar, population and 
demand conditions.” 

The total for 1938 of 6,861,761 tons compares with total final quotas for 1937 of 7,042,- 
733 tons (and an initial quota for 1937 of 6,682,670 tons under the Jones-Costigan Act).

UNFILLED BALANCES OF 1937 OFFSHORE SUGAR QUOTAS 


The Sugar Section of the A.A.A. has issued a preliminary statement showing the 

unfilled balances of the 1937 offshore sugar quotas. The report shows that all but 34,682 
hort tons, raw value, of the total quotas of 5,153,387 tons entered during the year. 
. Although offshore quota reports are complete, data for December are not yet avail- 
able for the continental sugarcane and sugar beet areas. During the first eleven months 
of 1937, there were 329,612 short tons of sugar, raw value, charged against the quota for 
the continental sugarcane areas, and 1.127,316 short tons, raw value, against the quota 
for the continental sugar beet area. A final report of charges against all quotas in terms 
of 96 degree raw sugar, including the continental quotas, will be made as soon as final 
outturn weight and polarization data are available.

VIOLATIONS 


Tampa Wholesale Liquor Company, Inc., 237 South Water Street, Tampa, Florida— 
Their Wholesaler’s Basic Permit and Importer’s Basic Permit have been suspended for 4 
period beginning at 8:00 A.M. January 11, 1938, and ending at 8:00 A.M. February 10, 193% 
The suspension is based upon an order of citation issued by the Administrator on December 
31, 1937, in which the company was charged with a willful violation of the conditions of 
its basic permits relating to compliance with Federal laws relating to distilled spirits, 
and the Twenty-first Amendment, in that the company violated these conditions by falsi- 
fying certain 52-B records of the Treasury Department required to be kept by wholesalers 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 3318, Revised Statutes of the United States. 

The records required to be kept are those showing all sales of distilled spirits by 
wholesalers, and in this case the company was found to have so falsified its records that 
they showed sales to a firm in Kentucky, when as a matter of fact such sales were made 
to persons whose places of business were in Georgia, thereby concealing the fact that 
distilled spirits were being sold to persons who were transporting or importing such 
distilled spirits into the State of Georgia for use therein contrary to the laws of such 
State. [P.R. 82.

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CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRATION FOR TRANSFER OF UNSTERILIZED 
SEEDS UNDER MARIHUANA TAX ACT OF 1937 


Article 68, Regulations 1, Bureau of Narcotics, approved September 29, 1937, relating 
to the importation, manufacture, production, etc., of marihuana under the Act of August 2, 
1937, Public No. 238 75th Congress reads as follows: 

“Transfer of Seeds.—Before making transfers of unsterilized seeds, the trans- 
feror must receive from the transferee a certificate of registration showing him 
(the transferee) to be qualified under the Act to acquire such seeds. Certificates 
of registration will be issued by the collector for the district in which the trans- 
feree is registered, upon request of the transferee. Records covering receipts and 
dispositions of such seeds must be kept in the same manner as records of other 
transactions in marihuana. (See Article 73.)” 

No specific form of certificate has been printed for use by Collectors in connection 
with the transfer of unsterilized seeds. It was contemplated that, when necessary, 
Collectors would prepare and issue an appropriate certificate of registration. It has now 
peen decided that the type of certificate issued by Collectors should be uniform. Accord- 
ingly, there is set forth below a model form which should .be used by Collectors in 
furnishing certificates of registration to transferees of unsterilized seeds.

MODIFYING SPECIALLY DENATURED ALCOHOL FORMULA No. 29 


Pursuant to authority conferred by the Act of June 7, 1906 (U.S.C., 1934 Ed., Title 26, 
Sec. 1320), and Title III of the National Prohibition Act, specially denatured alcohol 
Formula No. 29 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

To every 100 gallons of ethyl alcohol of not less than 190° proof add 
gallon of 100 per cent acetaldehyde or 
gallons of an alcoholic solution of acetaldehyde containing not less than 
20 per cent acetaldehyde or 
parts by weight if solid, or volume if liquid, of any chemical produced 
from ethyl alcohol. 

This formula is restricted to processes where the alcohol loses its identity as alcohol 
by being converted into other chemicals. Where it is desired to use any chemical pro- 
duced from ethyl alcohol other than acetaldehyde as the denaturant for Formula No. 29, 
the use of such chemical shall be subject to approval by the Commissioner. [T.D. 4790.]

Pursuant to the authority conferred by Section 3318, R.S., as amended by Section 41 
Liquor Tax Administration Act (U.S.C., 1934 ed., Sup. II, title 26, secs. 1208 and 1209). 
Section 62 of the Act of August 27, 1894, as amended by Section 412, Liquor Tax Admin. 
istration Act (U.S.C., 1934 ed., Supp. II, title 26, sec. 1210) and Section 3317, R.S. (Ug¢ 
ag Be title 26, sec. 1206), the following regulations are prescribed, effective October 
1,1 ° 

1. Every wholesale liquor dealer, with the following exceptions, shall keep Record 52, 
“Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s Record,” and render monthly transcripts, Forms 52A and 59R 
“Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s Monthly Report,” and form 338, “Wholesale Liquor Dealer; 
Monthly Report (Summary of Forms 52A and 52B)”: . 

(A) Registered Distilleries and Internal Revenue Bonded Warehouses: 

2. Every proprietor of a registered distillery and of an internal revenue bonded ware. 
house shall keep a daily record and render monthly reports on Form 52C, “Monthly Recor 
and Report of Registered Distillery and Internal Revenue Bonded Warehouse,” of all bulk 
distilled spirits shipped from the distillery, and all bulk and bottled-in-bond distille 
spirits removed from the warehouse. 

3. Where the distillery and the internal revenue bonded warehouse are located on th 
same premises, only one record on Form 52C will be required. Such record may be kept a 
the distillery or at the internal revenue bonded warehouse. 

4 Removals of distilled spirits from the cistern room for deposit in the interna 
revenue bonded warehouse on the same premises, need not be reported on Form 52C. Hoy. 
ever, removals of distilled Spirits from the cistern room for deposit in an internal reveny 
bonded warehouse not located on the distillery premises shall be reported by the proprietor 
of the distillery on Form 52C. 

(B) Taxpaid Bottling Houses: : / 

5. Every proprietor of a taxpaid bottling house shall keep a daily record and render 
a monthly report on Form 52D, “Monthly Record and Report of Taxpaid Bottling Hous 
Operations,” of all distilled spirits received bottled, and disposed of at his bottling house, 

(C) Taxpaid Premises at which Distilled Spirits or Alcohol are Sold in Bulk: 

6. Every proprietor of a registered distillery, a fruit distillery, an internal revenue 
bonded warehouse, or an industrial alcohol bonded warehouse, who maintains taxpaii 
premises at which taxpaid distilled spirits or alcohol are received, stored, and sold fh 
bulk, and every wholesale liquor dealer who deals in alcohol in bulk for industrial pu. 
poses, shall keep Form 52E, “Monthly Record and Report of Importer or Proprietor of 
Taxpaid Premises,” of all spirits, both bulk and bottled, received and disposed of at his 
taxpaid premises: Provided, That, if such proprietor or wholesale liquor dealer so desires, 
he may keep Form 52E for bulk spirits only and Record 52 for bottled spirits only. 

(D) Importers: 

7. Every importer who imports and sells distilled spirits in bulk, shall keep at the 
place of business covered by his wholesale liquor dealer special tax stamp, Form 525, 
“Monthly Record and Report of Importer or Proprietor of Taxpaid Premises,” of all dis- 
tilled spirits, both bulk and bottled, imported and disposed of by him: Provided, That, if 
the importer so desires, he may keep Form 52E for bulk spirits only and Record 52 for 
bottled spirits only. The receipt of imported distilled spirits, both bulk and bottled, shall 
be entered on Form 52E as of the time of making the customs entry. The disposition of 
such distilled spirits shall be entered on Form 52E as of the time of their sale or theif 
taxpayment and withdrawal from customs custody. 

Every importer who maintains wholesale liquor dealer premises where bottled 
distilled spirits are received and stored, shall keep Record 52 of all bottled distilled 
spirits received and disposed of thereat (including bottled spirits transferred from cus 
toms custody). 

(E) Rectifiers: 

. Every rectifier shall report on Form 45, “Rectifier’s Monthly Record and Report! 
all bulk distilled spirits, wines, and other liquors received by him, whether for rectifica 
tion or for bottling without rectification. 

10. The rectifier shall report on such Form 45 all bulk products removed from his 
rectifying plant, and all bottled products removed from his rectifying plant and from 
his contiguous wholesale liquor dealer room where such room is maintained and is used 
exclusively for products bottled at his rectifying plant 

11, Every rectifier who maintains non-contiguous wholesale liquor dealer premises 
shall report all bottled products (rectified and unrectified) removed from his rectifying 
plant, on Form 45, kept at such plant. He shall keep Record 52 at such non-contiguous 
wholesale liquor dealer premises of all bottled products (rectified and unrectified) re 
ceived and disposed of thereat, including products transferred from his non-contiguous 
rectifying plant and products received from other persons. 

12. Every rectifier who maintains a contiguous wholesale liquor dealer room, which 
is not used exclusively for products bottled at his rectifying plant, shall report all bot- 
tled products (rectified and unrectified) removed from his rectifying plant, on Form 4, 
kept at such plant. He shall keep Record 52, ‘“‘Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s Record,” at 
such contiguous wholesale liquor dealer room of all bottled products (rectified and um 
rectifie@) received and disposed of thereat, including those products transferred from his 
contiguous rectifying plant. ' 

(F) Fruit Distilleries: 

13. Every proprietor of a fruit distillery shall keep a daily record and render monthly 
reports on Form 15, “Monthly Return of Fruit Distiller,” of all distilled spirits removed 
from the distillery. Pending the revision of Form 15, the name and address of the co? 
signee of distilled spirits withdrawn taxpaid will be entered in the name and addres 
columns under “Withdrawn for Fortification of Wine.” 

RECTIFIER’S DAILY RECORD OF BOTTLING 

14. Where the contents of a tank are not completely bottled at the close of business 
for the day, the rectifier shall enter on the copy of Form 237 attached to the bottling 
tank, the total distilled spirits, wines and other liquors bottled that day from such tank, 
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iving all the information required by _the form. Form 237 shall be kept on the tank 
entil the entire contents are bottled. Upon completion of the bottling, Form 237 shall 
be removed from the bottling tank and the original and all copies of Form 237 completed 
and disposed of in accordance with instructions on the form. The same procedure shall 
be followed for reporting on Form 230 the daily bottling of spirits bottled without recti- 


se. TIME OF MAKING ENTRIES 

15. Daily entries shall be made on Record 52, Forms 52C, 52D, 52E, and 45, as indi- 
cated by the headings of the various columns, and in accordance with instructions printed 
thereon, not later than the close of business of the day on which the transactions occur: 
provided, That, where the wholesale liquor dealer, the proprietor of the taxpaid bottling 
house, the importer or the proprietor of taxpaid premises where distilled spirits are sold 
in bulk, or the rectifier, keeps a separate record, such as invoices, of the removals of 
distilled spirits, showing the removal data required to be entered on Record 52, Form 
39D, Form 52E, or Form 45, respectively, daily entries of the removal of goods from his 
premises may be made on the respective record not later than the close of business of 
the following business day, provided such separate record is approved by the District 
supervisor. Such provision is not applicable to daily entries on Form 52C, “Monthly Record 
and Report of Registered Distillery and Internal Revenue Bonded Warehouse.” 


SEPARATE RECORD OF SERIAL NUMBERS OF CASES 

18. Serial numbers of cases of distilled spirits disposed of need not be entered on 
Record 52, “Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s Record,” Form 52D, “Monthly Record and Report 
of Taxpaid Bottling House Operations,” Form 52E, ‘Monthly Record and Report of Im- 
porter or Proprietor of Taxpaid Premises,” or Form 45, “Rectifier’s Monthly Record and 
Report,” provided the respective proprietor keeps in his place of business a separate 
record, approved by the District Supervisor, showing such serial numbers, with necessary 
identifying data, including the date of removal and the name and address of the con- 
signee. Such separate record may be kept in book form (inciuding loose-leaf books) or 
may consist of commerciai papers, such as invoices or bills. Such books, invoices, and 
bills shall be preserved for a period of four years and in such a manner that the required 
information may be ascertained readily therefrom, and, during such period, shall be 
available during business hours for inspection and the taking of abstracts therefrom by 
revenue officers. Entries shall be made on such separate approved record not later than 
the close of business of the day on which the transactions occur. The dealer, whose 
separate record has been approved by the District Supervisor, shall note in the column 
for reporting serial numbers that, “Serial numbers shown on commercial records per 
authority, dated... ..cccccccccccccece - 

ENTRY OF MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS 

17%. Wholesale liquor dealers may enter on Record 52, “Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s 
Record,” as one item the total quantity of different kinds of spirits made up from broken 
eases sold to the same person on the same day, provided such total quantity is not in 
excess of ten gallons. The entry of such items shall be stated as “Miscellaneous” or 
“Mise.” and shall show the date, the name and address of the person to whom sold, and 
the quantity. The total quantity of such miscellaneous spirits so disposed of during the 
month shall be reported in the monthly summary, Form 338, as “Miscellaneous”: Pro- 
vided, the wholesale liquor dealer determines by actual inventory the quantity of each 
kind of spirits remaining on hand at the end of the month. 


PLACE WHERE RECORD 52 SHALL BE KEPT BY 
WHOLESALE LIQUOR DEALERS 

18. Except as otherwise provided herein, the wholesale liquor dealer shall keep 
Record 52, ‘“‘Wholesale Liquor Dealer’s Record,” at the place of business covered by his 
wholesale liquor dealer special tax stamp, if the spirits are received and sent out from 
such premises. 

19. If the place of business covered by the wholesale liquor dealer special tax stamp 
isnot the same premises where the spirits are received and sent out, the wholesale liquor 
dealer shall keep his Record 52 at the latter place and render transcripts from such place 
on Forms 52A and 52B: Provided, That, if approved by the District Supervisor, a whole- 
sale liquor dealer who so desires may keep his Record 52 at the place of business covered 
by the special tax stamp and render transcripts on Forms 52A and 52B from such place.

United States of America! Legislation Af- 
fecting Commerce Enacted by the 
Seventy-fifth Congress First Session 
Of the total of 11,337 bills introduced 

during the first session of the Seventy- 


fifth Congress, 415 became public laws 
| and 407 private laws. Among them are 


several laws having an important bearing 
on commerce, both domestic and foreign. 


Price Fixing 

The District of Columbia Revenue Act 
of 1987 (public No. 314) amended the 
Sherman Anti Trust Act so as to bolster 
up the weakness in the Fair Trade Acts 
which have been adopted in many states. 
Such acts were upheld by the Supreme 
Court of the United States, but the effect 
was limited to intrastate activities, as the 
Sherman Anti Trust Act prevented agree- 
ments in those states with reference to 
trade-marked articles in interstate com- 
merce. The new provisions are to the ef- 
fect that contracts or agreements with re- 
lation to trade-marked articles which are 
lawful as applied to intrastate transac- 
tions under any provisions of law effective 
in states, territories or the District of Col- 
umbia, shall not be an unfair method of 
competition under the act entitled “An 
Act to Create a Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, to define its Powers and Duties, and 
for other purposes.” 


Foreign Trade Agreements 


Public Resolution No. 10 extended for a 
period of three years from June 12, 1937. 
the period during which the President is 
authorized to enter into foreign trade 
agreements under Section 350 of the Tar- 
if Act of 1930, as amended by Act 1, ap- 
proved June 12, 1934. 


Exports of Arms, Ammunitions, Etc. 


Upon proclaiming the existence of a 
State of war between foreign states or a 
state of civil strife in a foreign country 
which threatens the peace of the United 
States by the President, the exportation of 
arms, ammunitions or implements of war 
from the United States to the states 
named in the proclamation, shall be un- 
lawful. The President is required to enu- 
merate the arms, ammunition and imple- 
ments of war which cannot be exported to 
countries named in such proclamation. 

¢ President is also authorized whenever 
€ finds it further necessary for the pro- 


tection of the peace of the United States 
to issue restrictions on certain additional 
articles and shall proclaim it unlawful for 
any American vessel to carry such articles 
to any belligerent state or to any state 
wherein strife has been proclaimed to ex- 
ist. The National Munitions Control Board, 
consisting of the Secretary of State, 
chairman and executive officer, and the 
Secretaries of the Treasury, War, Navy, 
and Commerce, is established to carry out 
the provisions of the Neutrality Act. 
Every person engaged in the business of 
manufacturing, exporting or importing 
arms, ammunition, or implements of war 
shall be registered with the Secretary of 
State, a fee being charged for such regis- 
tration. An application for license to au- 
thorize the exportation or importation of 
each shipment of arms, ammunition or im- 
plements of war, must be made to the Sec- 
retary of State. Licenses granted author- 
izing shipment to any state which the 
President may thereafter proclaim to be 
a belligerent, or proclaim to be engaged 
in civil strife, are immediately revoked 
upon the issuance of the proclamation. 


Foreign Personal Holding Companies 


The income of Foreign Personal Hold- 
ing Companies is treated as income of the 
shareholders and shareholders within the 
jurisdiction of the United States must in- 
clude in their gross income their distrib- 
uted share of the undistributed net income 
of the corporation. Banks, life insurance 
and surety companies are included under 
the head of Foreign Personal Holding 
Companies. 

Pursuant to the foregoing prcvisions, 
comprehensive regulations have been es- 
tablished by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue with respect to returns of infor- 
mation to be filed by attorneys, account- 
ants, fiduciaries, banks, trust companies, 
financial institutions, or other persons as 
to the formation, organization, or reor- 
ganization of foreign corporations. 


Income Taxation in Great Britain 

The standard rate covering the period 
April 6, 1937, to April 5, 1938, is 25% with 
an exemption to individuals whose total 
income does not exceed 125 pounds and 
with a rate of 1/3 the standard rate on the 
first 135 pounds of taxable income. The 
surtax rate on individuals ranges from 
5.5% on the first 500 pounds in excess of

New British Trade Mark Law 


An important revision of British trade 
mark legislation brings existing trade 
mark legislation up to date and adapts it 
more fully to current business organiza- 
tion and requirements. Among the impor- 
tant new provisions is one which permits 
the assignment and transmission of a 
trade mark without the good will of the 
business concerned, and either for all or 
fora part only of the goods in respect to 
which the trade mark is registered. 


Lithuania—Commercial Registration 


The introduction of commercial regis- 
tration in Lithuania, while not of espe- 
cially practical importance to foreign trad- 





ers, is significant as starting a trend which 
is likely to manifest itself more generally. 
It culminates a long series of administra- 
tive efforts to regulate domestic trade and 
attempts to prevent the business troubles 
which follow from the existence of firms 
without sound financial backing or who 
engage in unethical practices.

Perpetual Leases—Japan
